The applicant appreciates the Examiner indicating that the second separate election 
requirement was different than the first as it certainly looked identical to the one initially 
provided at a first glance.

Specification 

The modular valve assembly shown and described herein provides (in the preferred 
embodiment) for a memory shape alloy as an actuator 34 to move poppet 38 from a valve seat 46 
as can be seen in Figure 3 and others. Spring 48 may assist in reseating the poppet on the valve 
seat 22. (See Paragraph 34 as originally provided.) There are twenty-one figures showing 
different views of various structures utilized with the presently preferred embodiment.
